I am the Special Education Teacher, District Contact Person and 
the person responsible for keeping the district legal with regard to 
state and federal special education laws. My job consists of three 
parts. First and foremost, I teach remedial classes to students that 
have been identified as being in need of special classes. Second, I do 
sll the diagnosis and prescription for students that are referred to the 
Spacial Education Department by staff and parents. Thirdly, I do all 
the paperwork required by state and federal special education 
departments, the "keep us legal" part of my job. 

I have been working at the Jewell School for three years and, for 
the most part enjoy what I do here. I like very much the students that 
I work with, and they seem to tolerate me pretty well. We work ona 
variety of subjects that they bring to me from other classes. With the 
elementary students I try to work with them in their classrooms where I 
believe their needs are best met.
